Last Nov. 18th the word “interim” 
was scratched from Wesley Noreen 
Westrum’s designation as “interim 
manager” of the New York Mets. 

Thus did the Algeresque script of 
the American success story come to a 
fitting climax: the backwoods kid who 
took a job in Class C baseball at age 
17 to help support a widowed mother, 
and at age 438 became a major league 
manager in the world’s greatest me- 
troplis. 

He steps into the awe-inspiring 
shoes of Casey Stengel as the hand- 
picked heir to a legend: the indestruct- 
ible putty-faced giant who was the 
spirit, the wit and the voice of the 
Mets since their birth, and whom a 
fractured hip forced into retirement 
in the 75th year of one of the most 
vibrant careers in the history of the 
national game. 

The road ahead may be hard, but 
that’s the way Wes Westrum plays: 
hard ...a soft-spoken disciplinarian 
who will settle for little less than 100 
per cent effort, dedication and desire. 
That’s the way he played it from Day 
One as a 12-year-old American Legion 
catcher, and an all-state basketball 
guard and fullback at Clearbrook 
(Minn.) High School. Whatever Wes 
Westrum asks of his Mets will be 
nothing more than he asked of himself. 

A stocky, 5-11, 200-pound product 
of characteristic brown-haired, blue- 
eyed Norwegian extraction,.Wes was 
raised in the rugged lake and lumber 
eountry of Clearbrook. Big Ten foot- 
ball and basketball scholarship offers 
had to be spurned at the expense of 
contributing to a mother, and three 
younger brothers whose father met an 
untimely death at 37. 

He made it to the big leagues with 
the Giants in 1948, was a key figure 
on two National League championship 
teams (including the 1951 array that 
accomplished the “Miracle of Coogan’s 
Bluff”) and moved into the coaching 
cabinet after retiring his glove in 1957.

Wes made it back to New York (where he broke in with the 
Giants) in 1964, a circumstance born of chance that was to lead 
to THE chance. During the Winter of ’63 Stengel lieutenant 
Harry (Cookie) Lavagetto was stricken with a serious ailment. 
Cookie expressed a desire to return to his native Bay Area and 
consequently became part of an uncommon “coaching trade” that 
saw Lavagetto go to the Giants and Westrum replace him at 
Shea Stadium. 

Wes virtually completed the coaching cycle for Stengel. He 
spent 1964 on the first base line, moved into the dugout with the 
Ol’ Perfessor when Yogi Berra joined the staff in ’65 and in- 
herited the role of pitching coach after Warren Spahn’s release 
during the All Star game interval. 

Eleven days after Spahn’s departure Westrum’s meteoric 
Met rise was climaxed by his appointment as interim field com- 
mander when Casey suffered his heard-around-the-world hip 
fracture. 

“Wes is the fella,’ muttered Stengel from his hospital bed 
when club president George M. Weiss visited him later that night 
of July 25 to ask him who was his selection as bench leader in 
the Old Man’s absence. 

Thus Wes made it to the top, like he’s always made it: on 
quiet determination and performance. 

There’s a lot to remember looking back through the years... 
the $65 the town raised by passing the hat in Clearbrook the 
day he left for Crookston (Minn.) in the Northern League for 
a monthly salary of $75 . the World War II Greenhaven 
(N.Y.) Army disciplinary barracks, where he was a guard; 
coached the basketball team; played week-end semi-pro baseball 
and met Josephine Caccoma at a dance. After a three-month 
courtship she became Mrs. Wesley Westrum, and has since be- 
come the mother of two daughters: Barbara and Joann. 

Then there was the September of 1947 that he put on his first 
major league uniform—for six games under Mel Ott—time 
enough to warrant a full-season look that paid off with 16 home 


runs in 66 games... the disillusion of 1949, when Leo Durocher 
sent him to Jersey City “because Walker Cooper is ahead of 
you” ... the stick-to-it-iveness at JC as he became the first 


player in International League history to hit five grand slam 
home runs before being recalled after 51 games when Walker 
was dealt off. 

There’s a sidelight to that episode. Wes reported to the Giants 
in Cincinnati. The day before he had broken a finger (“I was 
a broken finger catcher all my life”), but withheld the informa- 
tion for fear it would negate his recall. The day he arrived in 
Cincinnati Durocher told him he was catching Larry Jansen. 
Wes ’fessed up to the fractured digit. “So what!” snickered 
Leo. “Rub it in some dirt, wrap adhesive tape around it and 
go to work!”’ Wes put on the pads and caught Jansen in a three- 
hit shutout. 

The “Miracle of ’51” has to have a special place in his heart. 
That was the year he hit 20 of his 96 career home runs .. . the 
year Horace Stoneham summoned him to his room in Pittsburgh 
with the Giants 13% games out of first place and asked him to 
ignore a bruise that prevented him from gripping a bat, and 
resume catching ... Wes went back to work two days later for 
the start of a home stand... and the start of the “Miracle”... 
he caught 16 straight games and the Giants won them all... 
He had to sit down with a raw hand for Game 17, and the streak 
came to an end... that was the year, too, that he hit two grand 
slammers against the Cardinals, a third against Pittsburgh. and 
two-run clouts against the Pirates, Dodgers and Cubs... Eddie 
Stanky labeled him “the most under-rated guy on the team.” 

He was scarcely under-rated by Casey Stengel almost a quarter 
of a century later, when Wesley Noreen Westrum became “The 
Heir to a Legend.”
